VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  returns  of  the  local  registrars  recorded  0,712  births 
within  the  City,  equal  to  a  rate  of  232  per  thousand  of  the 
population,  as  against  248  in  the  preceding  year.  The  average 
birth  rate  for  the  previous  five  years  (101  1-15)  was  27  1. 

Of  the  total  births  2,440  were  males  and  3,218  were 
females. 

'Fhe  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  351,  equal  to  a 
rate  of  12  per  1000.  as  against  I  I  in  1915.

Only  sixty-six  cases  (see  table)  were  admitted  direct 
into  t  his  hospital.  ( hving,  however,  tot  he  limited  accommodation 
at  the  City  Hospital,  Hedon  Road,  due  to  a  portion  of  the 
Institution  being  set  apart  temporarily  for  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis  patients  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year, 
(Scarlatina  and  T.‘»  Diphtheria  convalescent  patients  were 
transferred  to  the  Evan  Eraser  Hospital. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 
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Tuberculosis  Sanatorium. 

The  T  uberculosis  Sanatorium  erected  at  (  ott ingham  was 
lirst  opened  for  t  he  recop t  ion  of  insured  and  non-insured  pat  ients 
on  20th  .lime. 

Prior  t o  1  his.  t  ubereuh »sis  pat  ient s  had.  wilh  t  he  approval 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  boon  treated  in  a  portion  of 
the  city  infectious  diseases  hospital.  Iledon  Road,  and  those 
remaining  in  this  institution  were  transferred  to  the  new 
Sanatorium  on  the  date  named. 

The  total  number  of  patients  admitted  into  hospital 
during  the  year  was  111. 

The  new  Sanatorium,  which  meets  a  long  felt  want,  and 
which  has  been  built  at  a  cost  of  some  £25,000  (exclusive  of 
site),  after  the  approval  of  the  plans  by  the  Local  Government 
Board,  is  situated  on  portion  of  a  site  101 1  acres  in  extent 
purchased  by  the  Corporation  in  1011  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  a  new  infectious  diseases  hospital.  The  site,  known 
as  the  Cot t  ingham  Castle  Estate,  is  ninety-three  feet  above 
the  sea  level.  The  portion  set  apart  for  the  Tuberculosis 
Sanatorium  is  about  one-third  of  the  estate. 

When  fully  equipped,  there  will  be  accommodation  for 
120  patients,  and  41  staff,  the  accommodation  for  the

There  is  adequate  accommodation  for  1  he  exercise  of 
patienls  and  for  the  provision  for  light  employment  in  suitable 


oases. 
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In  the  first  instance,  owing  to  difficulties  created  by  the 
war.  only  2f>  beds  were  equipped.  Subsequently  to  additional 
beds,  making  a  total  of  (>5  at  the  close  of  the  year,  were 
provided  to  meet  the  increasing  demands  for  accommodation  at 
tiie  institution. 

An  After-t 'are  ( 'ommittee,  upon  which  representatives  of 
t  he  Healt  h  ( 'ommittee  serve,  has  been  appointed  for  t  lie  purpose 
of  finding  suitable  employment  for  convalescent  patients,  and 
a  grant  is  made  by  the  Corporation  towards  the  expenses 
incurred  by  the  Committee.
